Not alone will this record furnish data for income tax reuena but 
regularly and properly kept it should be of value in securing a-loan 
when _necessary,'as a banker could run ov er ey erything in it in less 
than half-an-hour and know a great deal more about the standing 
of the man asking forthe loan. 

The first few" pages of the record contain a lot of useful informa- 
tion farmers want and often find difficulty-in locating just when 
they need it; suchas: How to~measure hay in bulk; contents of an 
ordinary wagon. box; sizes of bing required; ordinary weights and 
measures; how to test seed grain; breeding data; and mavy other 
things of everyday value. 

We think that Mr Walker has performed a real service to fatiner 
in getting out this book which is based on his own experience in 
keeping records on western farm. No doubt some 
could be made; but ‘if every farmer kept a book of this character 
up to date he would know a whole lot more about the standing of his 
business than he does at present.—Miss Cora Hind in the Manitoba:
